A  good  thing  has  been  done  for 
our( roads  by  the  appointment  of  a 
Itoad  Superintendent  The  past 
week  has  demonstrated  that  we 
should  also  have  a  Sidewalk  Superin¬ 
tendent  perhaps  three,  one  in  each 
ward,  clothed  with  authority  to  en¬ 
force  the  ordinanoe  relating  to  gut¬ 
ters,  crosswalks  and  sidewalks,  and 
see  that  they  are  eidewalks,  and  not, 
at  times  when  most  needed,  converted 
into  canals.  , 

It  ia  a  pleasure  to  reofrd  that  as  a 
very  geoer&l  rule  the  owners  or  occu¬ 
pants  of  property  with  improved  side¬ 
walks  are  quite  prompt  in  clearing 
them,  and  that  the  gutters  are  also 
opened.  But  it  is  no  pleasure,  it 
spoils  all  comfort,1  for  one  to  walk 
dryahod  over  Miss  Dodd’s  Broad 
Street  sidewalk,'  and  then  for  want  of 
a  gondola,  to  be  compelled  to  ford 
Belleville  Avenue  ankle  deep  to  Cof- 
fax’s  Store,  from  whence  there  is 
again  “good  walking”  until  you  reach 
the  vicinity  of  the  Greenwood  Lake 
iiailroad  bridge,  where  there  has  not 
been  a  stone  of  the  walk  free  of  enow, 
or  mud,  or  ice,  since  the  winter 
opened.  These  are  spots  that  have 
for  years  past  been  altogether  dis¬ 
creditable  to  our  town,  not  only  in 
the  winter  but  throughout  the  year 
in  wet  weather  At  the  Bellevillp 
Avenue  creasing  the  water  after  a 
storm  always  stands  until  helped 
away  with  brooms,  etc.,  and  under 
the  railroad  bridge  mounds  of  mud 
from  the  embankement  are  always  to 
be  found  upon  the  flagging  to  a 
depth  of  from  six  inches  to  a  foot 
We  repeat,  this  is  discreditable. 

Doubtless  there  are  places  in  othsr 
parts  of  town  where  crosswalks  and 
flagging  have  been  put  down  and 
paid  for  by  the  public  that  are  as 
badly  kept  in  -order  for  pedestrians, 
or  as  defective  a A  to  grade. 

A  halt  should  be  called  at  once  in 
all  preposala  to  improve  sidewalks 
until  we  are  able  to  depend  upon 
those  we  already  have  as  to  proper 
grade  and  prompt  cleaning.

Sn  Ancient  City  Soted  For  Its  Many 
Grove#  and  Garden# — Pbu&niela  aa  Sbe 
Appear*  Today — Tbc  Dreaaof  It#  People. 
Their  Garments  and  Their  Anna. 

The  dewdrops  glittered  in  the  light  of 
the  just  rising  sun,  and  the  air  was  heavy 
with  sweet  odors  of  hundreds  of  orange 
and  lemon  trees  with  white  blossoms. 
The  scene  was  a  picture  of  marvelous 
fertility.  Orange  thickets,  yellow  and 
white  with  their  doable  burden  of  fruit 
and  flowers;  lemon,  apricot  and  fig  trees, 
Interspersed  with  the  more  tropical  palm 
and  date,  all  growing  in  the  greatest 
luxuriance.  At  times  wo  saw  tho  queer 
lko  leaves  of  the  banana,  often  10 
>In  length.  An  occasional  mulberry 
jhnrd  explained  the  presence  of  an  en¬ 
terprising  silk  manufactory  near  by 
Every  few  -yards  little  brooks  babbled 
along,  the  absolute  essential  of  this  lux¬ 
uriance. 

It  is  not  strango  that  this  paradise  of 
flowers  and  fruit  is  much  frequented  by 
^the  inhabitants  of  the  crowded,  dirty 
town.  No  one  can  ride  through  these 
fair  gardens  and  fail  to  perceive  why  the 
womhip  of  the  old  Sidonians  was  so 
closely  connected  with  the  grove,  and 
how  from  nature’s  rich  profusion  about 
them  they  learned  to  worship  the  idea  of 
fertility,  which  was  the  essence  of  their 
religion.  The  ancient  8idou,  too,  was 
not  crowded  down  close  by  the  sea,  but 
was  situated  farther  back  in  the  plain, 
and  thus  was  enriched  by  a  ring  of  em¬ 
erald. 

On  the  outskirts  of  the  gardens  wo 
came  to  the  catacombs-  of  old  8idon, 
which  have  been  excavated  by  tho 
French.  In  the  soft  limestone  rock  ex¬ 
tend  long  scries  of  connected  chambers 
which  have  contributed  a  few  rude 
statues,  several  sarcophagi  and  mum¬ 
mies  to  the  very  few  mementos  which 
we  have  of  that  enterprising  people 
who  secured  their  alphabet  m  Egypt 
and  carried  it  to  Greece,  and  thus  trans¬ 
mitted,  with  certain  changes,  the  letters 
with  which  we  communicate  our  19th 
century  ideas.  Moro  of  the  (esthetic  art 
of  Phoenicia  is  to  bo  seen  today  in 
Athens  tlian  in  all  Palestine.  There  in 
tho  Mycenffi  room  one  can  eeo  the  richly 
inlaid  daggers,  tho  beautiful  ornaments 
and  tho  facsimiles  of  tho  beaten  gold 
cups  which  were  also  manufactured  by 
these  artisans  of  oriental  antiquity  to 
grace  the  temple  of  Solomon  at  Jerusa¬ 
lem.  Every  ruin  of  that  ancient  world, 
whether  in  Phoenicia  or  not,  when  laid 
bare  bears  amplo  testimony  to  the  skill 
and  enterprise  of  this  8emitic  nation  of 
traders. 

Leaving  these  old  tombs  and  the 
thoughts  that  they  inspired,  we  were 
Boon  studying  Phoenicia  os  she  appears 
today,  pn  our  loft  extended  the  Leba¬ 
non  range,  while  in  the  distance  rose 
Mount  Honnon,  clad  in  snow,  glistening 
like  Pontelicus  marble  in  the  midday 
sun.  On  tho  right  was  the  bine  sea,  in¬ 
to  which  we  ere  long  took  a  plunge.  Be¬ 
fore  us  the  narrow  Drid^i  path  extended, 
now  through  fertile  although  only  half 
cultivated  fields,  now  over  a  rocky  prom¬ 
ontory,  which  often  jutted  into  the  sea, 
;ILabitations  were  rare  and  generally  . 
huddled  together  for  protection  against 
the  Arab  incursions. 

On-  the  highways  we  often  met  these 
modern  representatives  and  probable  de¬ 
scendants  of  the  ancient  Midianitee 
Tall,  muscular  fellows,  with  the  dark 
Semitio  countenance  and  black  beard, 

clad  with  the  striped  abba,  a  square 
piece  of  goat  hair  cloth  folded  and  sewed 
above  the  shoulders,  the  chief  garment 
of  the  patriarchs  and  the  fl^ntlo  of  Eli¬ 
jah  tho  Tishbite.  U nderneath  they  wore 
tho  kimbez,  tho  long  flowing  tunic, 
which  appeared'  when  they  threw  bock 
their  abbas.  About  their  heads  was  tight¬ 
ly  wrapped  the  silken  kefiyuh,  crowned 
with  the  two  heavy  goat  hair  coils,  which 
encircled  tho  top*  of  their  heads  like  a 
large,  black  serpent  About  the  waist 
was  tightly  bound  tho  girdle,  adorned 
with  huge,  odd  shaped  knives,  or,  if  he 
be  a  civilized  Arab,  with  pistols. 

An  ugly  looking  speer  IS  or  20  feet 
long  completed  the  outfit  on  outfit  well 
calculated  to  engender  green  envy  in  the 
heart  of  an  American  cowboy.  A  little 
detour  enabled  us  to  visit  the  black  tents 
of  Kedar,  the  abode  of  these  perennial 
campers  out  It  Is  a  rectangular  edifice 
15  or  20  feet  long,  supported  on  poles 
which  40  or  50  centuries  of  inherited  ex¬ 
perience  has  taught  them  to  skillfully 
plaoe  at  exactly  the  right  angle.  This 
polaoe  of  thickly  woven  goat  hair 
cloth  1s  held  in  position  by  strong  guy 
ropes.  The  sides  are  raised  or  lowered 
at  will,  aocording  to  the  position  of  the 
sun  or  the  direction  of  the  wind. 

Within  a  curtain  separates  the  wom¬ 
en's  apartment  from  the  common  re¬ 
ception  room.  The  cooking  outfit,  like 
the  dwelling,  is  characterised  by  its  se¬ 
vere  simplicity,  since  fortunately  the 
Arab  does  not  demand  a  many  coarse 
dinner,  and  long  years  of  practioe  have 
taught  him  to  dispense  with  a  super¬ 
fluity  of  dishes,  which  is  generally  more 
than  one  for  a  family.— Chicago  Inter 
Ooean.  •
